Western Air Express, Inc, made its 
first flight over the Los Angeles-to- 
Salt Lake City Airway on April 17, 
1926. On September 10, it had com- 
pleted 147 days of fiying. Ite fleet 
of six Douglas planes—bullt as mai!

In other words, for the poor 
man there was po heaven—mere- 
ly a refined type of Hades. Yet 
it is a curious phenomenon of 
nature, in that part of the earth, 
that as often as not the bodies 
of poor peasants, who were just 
thrown into a hole in the sand, 
are much more perfectly pre- 
served than those which at great 
expense to their survivors, were 
soaked for seventy days in natron 
and then carefully bound up in 
spiced bandages. This is seid to 
have been due to the natural 
preservation afforded by the heat 
of the dry desert sands. 

Often enough, Egyptologists fn 
searching out the relics to be 
found in ancient tombs, come

As a mat- 
ter of fact, a good many of them 
do not even know, when they see 
them, that the mummies are an- 
client Egyptian—or if théy read 
or are told that, they do not know 
what ancient Egyptian means. 
Nevertheless, they are interested 
in “the mummies.” They seem

This is an ingenious tale, designed 
to baffie the reader to the very end 
As a mystery story it ranks with the 
best in ite class. 

The setting is at a lodge in the 
Maine woods. A party of New York- 
ers, seven in number, arrive at the 
locige and are compelled to spend all 
their time in the lodge because of a 
terrific snowstorm that raged for 
three days and nights. 

In the party is a man named 
Wardle, a loud-mouthed tactless in- 
dividual, who had practically in- 
vited himself. He was an old friend 
of Pring, the host, having marricd, 
but since divorced, Prinz s twin sister. 

The third night of the storm, with 
the whole company's nerves on edge 
and their tempers at the breaking 
-y~ Pring, the host, is awakened 

y the scream of a wild animal, seup- 
Posedly a bird being killed by some 
night prowler of the forest. Upon 
going cownstairs to the living-room, 
Pring discovers Wardie lying in a 
crouched position on a couch. In- 
vestigation showed that he was dead, 
shot through the forehead by a bul- 
let from a small-bore rifle. Dr. Moal, 
another of the guests, then comes in, 
presumably having been awakened 
by the noise, and after a quick ex- 
amination, pronounces Wardle dead. 
The investigation is taken up by 
Cozon, ean old woodsman who acted 
as caretaker and guide for Pring. The 
six remaining gueste in the house 
are faced with the certainty that one 
of their number is a murderer, as an 
investigation showed conclusively 
that there was no one on the out- 
side that could have fired the shot. 
In this grewsome situation, with 
the body of the murdered man in 


the house and the guests absolutely 
snowed in and unable to wander even 
about the yard, Coxon conceives the 
idea which is finally agreed upon by 
all but one of the guests, to act as 
inquisitor and he proceeds ‘to exam- 
ine and question each mn in the 
house separately. How he, finally, by 
a progess of elimination, discovers the 
murderer, is a cleverly conceived and 
adroitiy executed bit.

T MAY be a truism to say that 

motion pictures have advanced 
rapidly in the last ten or fifteen 
years, but it brings out a point of 
comparison. I recently saw a one 
reel film D. W. Griffith made in 
1910, sixteen years ago, and the 
acting, the type of direction, the 
titling, the lighting—everything 
that goes to make up a picture— 
were as different from the present 
day order of production as day is 
from night. 

The picture was a highly dra- 
matic opus, entitied, “The Icono- 
clast.” After a heated argument, 
and no little discussion on the part 
of fifteen people, the hero was dis- 
covered to be Henry B. Walthall. 
His wife was Claire McDowell, and 
the other members of the cast in- 
cluded George Nichols, in a promi- 
nent role, Dorothy Davenport (later 
Mrs. Wallace Reid) and Jack Pick- 
ford—Dorothy playing one of the 
“girls,” Jack a -nosed, ugly little 
chap who in upon sticking to 
one chair. 

The acting was nothing if not 
tremendously emotional, the entire 
cast indulging in a continual series 
of violent gestures. Walthall in 
particular was theatrical, and while 
that type of acting was doubtless 
in vogue at the time the picture 
was made the contrast to that of 
1926 was painfully apparent.

Care of the Child 
The Hair 


If you were to observe the hair of a dozen 
children you would see a distinct variation 
in every one. Some would be fine and 


glossy, others coarse and wiry. With some 


the scalp would be pinkish, with some 
swarthy, and with others a pale white. Of 
course, the kind and quality af the hair are 
hereditary factors, but the care of the hair 
after birth largely determines its condition, 
plus, of course, the condition of the scalp 
itself. 

Very early in life the child begins to have 
an eruptive disease of the scalp. in nine 
cases out of ten merely the elimination of 
sugar will be quite sufficient to overcome 
such eruptive disease. Ring worm, scabies 
and eczema are undoubtedly the most preva- 
lent of such diseases. 

The cleanliness of the scalp and the 
consequent health or disease of the hair is 
mainly a question of intra-nutrition rather 
than of external care. As the blood stream 
is, thus is the scalp and the hair follicles 
imbedded in it. 


Avoid constipation, feed no synthetie 


re- sweets, and rigorously exclude white refined 


sugar in all its various forms from your 
child's diet just as you would exclude alco 
hol. Then the chances are that the blood 
stream will be clean and the scalp and hair 
healthy. 

As regards external treatment many mis 
takes are made. Mothers seem to rest um 
der the belief that the scalp must be kept 
rigorously clean by every possible means. 
The trouble lies in the “every possible 
means.” Obsessed by the bugaphobia idea 
they resort to practices to which sound com- 
mon sense could not possibly concur. Strong 
antiseptics and powerful deodorant soaps 
are used. Such soaps usually contain strong 
chemicals and similar drugs. 

Anything strong enough to destroy bac 
teria is sufficiently powerful to injure the 
delicate skin and scalp. The only kind of 
soap that is justified for a child under any 
conditions of health or disease is a neutral, 
nonalcohol, bland, nonmedicated, nonper- 
fumed soap. Castile soap, if you can afford 
it. or ivory soap if you cannot, will serve 
the purpose better than any other expensive 
variety. 


It is quite sufficient to thoroughly wash 


the average child's head once per week. (I 
feel sure that the thousands of Johnnies and 
Susies whose mothers read this will rise up 
and give me a unanimous vote of thanks for 
this advice.) 

It is not so much the washing as the fric 
tion in water which benefits the scalp. After 


every shampoo with mild bland soap the 


head should be rinsed with cold water in 
order to close the pores. This should be a 
general rule with all bathing—that cold 
water should always end the bath. 


Next as concerns the hygiene of the scalp . 


and hair. One of the principal reasons why 
men become bald from the center of the 
head is because of the compression of a hat 
around the scalp. Why in the name of com- 
mon sense does the average child of school 
age need a hat? Surely he is not yet de 
mented by foolish fashions; surely etiquette 
does not exact such a procedure from him. 
Personally, if I had my say, no child un 
fifteen would wear a hat. This would give 
the scalp an excellent opportunity to secure 
full, free nutrition and blood drainage. 

It is not only in the beneficial effects of 
a hatless policy but also in the exposure to 
fresh air, rain and sunshine that such excel- 
lent scalp results are achieved. 

Adoption of a sensible program of diet, 
such as has been frequently recommended 
in these columns, going without a hat, a sen- 
sible bathing regime with bland soaps and 
ample cold water, an occasional massage 
manipulation, and abstinence from all forms 
of medication will keep the hair and scalp 
of the average child in excellent health and 
will free him permanently from the charac- 
teristic childhood scalp diseases.

Easier Time name but which translated into 
English means “River Shade.“ 

And the name of the “Doctor” translated into Ea- 
glish means “Peace and Virtue.” Which when you 
come to think of it is a wonderful name for a physician 
to have Doctor Peace and Virtue. 

He was a real doctor as doctors go among the Chi- 
nese in isolated country places. He had served an ap 
prenticeship with a surgeon, spending three long years 
at his studies. And it is very interesting to know in 
what manper he practiced his profession. 

Dr. Peace and Virtue told the missionary that his 
specialty is the cure of sore throats, although he would 
take cases of sore eyes, headaches, earaches, tooth- 
aches, burns, boils, bruises, sprains, broken legs and 
arms and corns, 

It appears that Dr. Peace and Virtue, like most other 
country doctors in China, found his profession genera!- 
ly pleasant and almost invariably. lucrative. He will 
visit a patient datly, and the family of the patient must 
always have prepared for him a good dinner. There 
must be chicken and at least two or three different 
dishes of meat and fish. And in return for these good 
dinners and ia payment of rather stiff fees in money, 
the doctors guarantee to cure the patient in a stated 
length of time, 

Then, as it must sometimes happen, it the patient 
fails to regain health, the doctors have a convenient 
way of extricating themselves from the vengeance of 
the people. Im such a case the doctor will make it 
known that be has had to leave the country for some 
time on urgent business such as the death of his moth- 
er or some other near relative, but will be back in a 
few days. He will, however, not appear for a long 
time, when the patient is either dead and forgotten or 
has recovered without medical assistance. 

Dr. Peace and Virtue always kept on hand a full stock 
of medicines made of herbs that he had gathered under a 
fall moon, or at other times under a cloudy sky. There 
were dried insects, the heads and wings of which would 
cure one disease and the legs another. He claimed to 
have a certain wonderful cure for diseases which he 
had brought from Tibet tn a black bottle.

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A friend of ours who is a minister of the gospel com- 
plained to us the other day as we sat under a sunny 
rafter of our far-flung synagocue, that he is deeply die 


tressed because so many otherwise good people neg- 


lect to go to church. 


These people are honest and 

There 2 kind, he said, they live at peace 
at Least This with their neighbors, and all that, 
Good Reason but I can't get them to come to 


church. Sunday mornings they 
run off to the mountains or the sea—father and mother 
and children. And the worst of it is the cage of the 
children, he said. They are growing up without know- 
ledge of religion, and certainly they will have their 
parents to blame. Aud when I ask them why they don't 
come to church, said the minister, they say that they 
don’t think it is necessary because they are living their 
lives as best they know how, that they worship God 
on the mountain heights and by the white shores of 
the ocean, and that they don't need to go to church. 


The minister asked us if we did not think these peo 
ple were making a serious mistake. And we answered 
and told him yes, that most certainly they were mak- 
ing a mistake of the gravest nature. Because the 
churches, their actual organizations and erected houses 
of worship and the whole scheme of the church idea is 
to concentrate the thoughts of men on the value of re- 
ligion. 


Religion, we contended, is like anything else In the 
world in these times, and must be organized to be et- 
fective. These well-meaning people who,think they do 
mot have to go to church are storing up a day of wrath 
for their own country. If succeeding generations shall 
drift away from the moorings of religion, we shall have 
a race in this country easily led astray. They will be 
peoples who will not be loyal to the nation. This is 
the very thing that destroyed all civilizations that have 
preceded our own—the abandonment of religion, wheth- 
er the religion were pagan or Christian or anything 
else that was a religion. 


So, the love of country—the desire that our great re- 
public shall endure—this alone is one good reason why 
people should go to church, even if there were no other 
reasons for it. 


A man who apparently gives much thought to rell 
its various aspects with a sincere desire 
truth, and is anxious only that his feet shall 
road, has written to us to ask us to an- 
swer a question which really 
should de put to a theologian. . 
We, ourself, have but small 
knowledge of theology. Everybody

of frozen poultry of known history after two 
years of storage, but that this resistance 
was common to a wide variety of species. 
Pennington (Bulletin 115) showed that a 
quantitative determination of the number of 
organisms in the flesh of cold-stored market 
chickens indicated the same condition, and 
also that while long holding in a frozen con- 
dition tends to kill a certain proportion of 
the germs, the period required for so doing 
is beyond that commercially practiced. And, 
also, by the time storage has been sufficient- 
ly long to destroy the bacteria the eating 
quality of the flesh is greatly lowered. 


“Pennington (Proceedings First Inter- 
national Congress of Refrigerating Indus- 
tries) also showed that the presence of a 
few bacteria twenty-four hours after death, 
even with careful and rapid chilling, could 
be demonstrated in the muscle of breast 
and thighs by the use of special quantitative 
methods. Hence the fowls are not sterile 
when they enter the freezer, though prompt- 
ness, care, and cleanliness may reduce the 
number of the organisms to a minimum“

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He had heard nothing sweeter than the words of this red-faced, white-waistcoated individual who, to him, impersonated New York. 


HEN the town of Crosscut, State of 
Michigan, produced Ordway Trivett 
there was no public demonstration of joy.

“The ‘cold-pack’ method of canning vege 
tables, fruits and meats was originated by 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture as a result of tests made to promote 
conservation of foods. The term ‘cold pack’ 
is used because the food material is first 
scalded or blanched for a few minutes in 
boiling water, chilled by dipping at once 
into cold water, then packed in the con- 
tainer and covered with liquid—either wa- 
ter, syrup or juice, depending upon the 
food material being canned. 

The jars, rubbers and covers should be 
washed in hot water; if new jars are used 
they may be put into warm water which 
should then be brought gradually to the 
Boiling point. Allow the jars to cool slight- 
ly before they are packed, however. 

’“‘Scald’ means to pour boiling water on 
food material or to lower food into boiling 
water and allow to stand about one minute. 

“*Blanch’ means to pour boiling water 
on food material or to lower food material 
into boiling water, bring to boiling point 
and allow to boil a given length of time. 

Cold dip’ means io chill by dipping 
into cold water. 


“When putting the jars into the cooker 
to sterilize screw the cover until it begins 
to draw on the rubber, or as tight as you 
can screw it with the thumb and little fin- 
ger, using little or no pressure. With 
glass-top jars provided with clamp, place 
the wire that goes over the cover just up 
to the. first glass elevation on the lid. 

“Do not have the water cover the jars 
when using the wash boiler or similar con- 
tainer. Experience has shown that there 
is more difficulty with the rubbers becom- 
ing sof} where the water covers the jars. 


steam retained above the jars will 
ficiently sterilize the products. 

“Seal the jars at once without removing 
the covers when the process of steriliza- 
tion is complete and the jars are removed 
from the container. In sterilizing food ma- 
terials in the jan some liquid always 
cooks put. If the cover is removed to fill 
the jar level full with boiling water, the 
air coming in contact with the food mate- 
rials in the jar may carry organisms to it 
which will later cause the contents to spoil, 
When the rubber and cover are placed on 
the jar and the jar is sterilized, the con- 
tents of the jar are sterilized. Thig in- 
cludes not only the food materials, but also 
the liquid and any unfilled space. There 
fore, even if a portion of the food material 
in the jar is not covered with liquid, it can- 
not spoil, because the entire contents have 
been completely and thoroughly sterilized. 

“Do not attempt to tighten the covers 
of screw-top jars after the jars and con- 
tents have become cold. When the process 
of sterilization is complete and the jar re- 
moved from the container, the rubber is 
moist and warm. Warm rubber com- 
presses readily, and sticks. When the 
cover, therefore, is screwed down tight, the 
seal is made. After the contents of the 
jar are cold, an attempt to tighten the 
cover may loosen it from the rubber and 
the seal be broken; thus the air will get 
into the jar and carry organisms that may 
later cause the contents to spoil, 

“Do not remove the cover, should the 
rubber push out from under the edge when 
the cover is screwed down. Unscrew the 
cover slightly, push the rubber into place, 
hold with the left hand while screwing the 
cover down with the right. The seal is 
made if the rubber is under the edge of 
the cover all around. 

“Return the jars to the canner for further 
sterilization if for any reason the cover 
should be removed. Twenty to thirty min- 
utes should be sufficient for this steriliza- 
tion. 

“It is not necessary to sterilize jars be- 
fore filling them. Two sterilizations for 
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jars—before and after filling—are not re- 
quired.”

Salt springs are not very plentt- 
ful, especially over the States named above. 
Just how wild animals satisfy their general- 
ly admitted universal instinct to eat salt is 
a problem that neither I nor the salt advo- 
cates have been able to solve. Nor is there 
any rational explanation of why God or Na- 
ture should implant an instinct in animals 
without at the same time making arrange 
ments for its exercise and legitimate grati- 
fication.

it about as bad as the next fellow, I could 
eat as much salt at a meal as a Mexican can 
consume of red pepper, and no food tasted 
good unless it was heavily salted. I gave 
up its use and now I can taste my food.

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Tuberculosis 

In my previous two talks in this sub- 
ct I presented the various causes for this 
disease, and outlined the principles of diet 
in its treatment. However, diet alone is 
scarcely sufficient in the handling of this 
great ailment. It requires other measures 
equally as positive in order to secure the 
best results. 


In my first talk I emphatically stated that 
tuberculosis is curable. This I wish to re- 
iterate. There is no reason why, once the 
diagnosis has been established, the patient 
need consider his ailment in any sense 
hopeless. I have seen cases of the most 
pronounced type, in very advanced stages, 
respond to treatment by natural methods, 
the patients living a life of usefulness for 
many years. 

On the other hand it would seem some 
what of a misnomer to say, technically 
speaking, that this disease is “curable.” 
What we understand as a cure is really a 
full regeneration of tissue; that is, a com- 
plete restoration of the diseased | lung or 
other organ affected. What should be used, 
if we wish to adhere strictly to facts, is 
the word “arrest” instead of “cure,” for lung 
tissue is not regenerable, that is, when once 
destroyed, it will not grow. However so 
flexible is human life and so adaptable this 
divine body of ours that we can sustain its 
normal functions with less than one half of 
each lung remaining intact. In fact, during 
normal shallow respiration we seldom use 
as much as a half of our lung capacity. 
Therefore, if the disease is arrestable before 
the bulk of the tissue is destroyed there is 
no reason whatsoever why the patient can- 
not go of for a normal span of life in spite

of having bad this disease in its severest 
form. 

Now, as to the principles governing the 
various phases of treatment, besides diet. 
We may briefly summarize them in the 
enunciation of the following rules: 

Rest, peace of mind, sunshine, proper 
breathing twenty-four hours per day, out- 
door life, control of emotions, and preven- 
tion of nervous, mental or sexual excesses-— 
each of these cardinal fules requires further 
elaboration. 


On the subject ‘of rest, it ts a genuine 
mistake for the average mild consumptive t 
instantaneously take to his bed and remain 
there utterly helpless for an indefinite 
period. The “rest cure,” as it is commonly 
called, had better be taken with a fair mini- 
mum of physical activity. There is no rea- 
son why the average mild tuberculosis suf- 
ferer cannot indulge in very mild exercise, 
such as walking, ght gardening, or the 
playing ot nonstrenuous games—all, of 
course, within the fatigue limits of the body. 


When the body is overworked you may 


‘rest assured that it will notify you in un- 


mistakable terms of fatigue, pain, or other 
distress. Begides, the psychology of being 
bedridden, the depressing atmosphere of 
sickness, and the sense of helplessness fre- 
quently counterbalance the benencial effects 
of enforced bedridden inactivity. In short, 
it would be most advisable for the tubercu- 
lar patient, in the preliminary or mild 
stages, to engage in some form of activity 
whieh will not place an undue strain on 
his nervous or physical resources. 

The next great principle every sufferer 
should understand is the urgent necessity 
for an out-of-door living regime. Personal- 
ly. I order all my patients suffering from 
this allment to remain out of doors day and 
night, irrespective of the weather or of the 
temperature—of course, securing for them- 
selves the necessary shelter and protection 
from climatic extremes. Even the meals 
should be served out of doors, and of course, 
sleeping should always be out of doors. A 
simple canvas tent with a removable roof 
serves this purpose admirably. 

The next phase in the treatment of this 
disease is an element that is becoming bet- 
ter and better known. Sunshine is proving 
as close a specific as medicine has yet dis- 
covered. Commencing in mild doses of a 
few minutes so as to prevent sunburn or 
nervous reactions, exposure to the sun 
should be gradually increased until the pa- 
tient is out for as much as five or six hours 
per day. 

Do not be in a hurry. Persons susceptible 
to sunstroke or sunburn had better com- 
mence very gradually, exposing but a small 
portion of the body at a time. 

Sunlight acts as a bacteriacide—a germ 
destroyer of the first order. Every tuber- 
cular patient needs it im as full a dosage as 
he can consistently withstand without any 
reactions. A rise in temperature of several 
degrees is of itself an indication that there 
has been an overexposure, and for several 
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days the patient should abstain from sun 
baths. 


So far I have been concerned with the 
physical measures dealing with the treat- 
ment of this disease, I have purposely left 
the psychic to the last, as it is by far the 
most important. In its ultimate analysis 
tuberculosis is a condition in which the 
vital resources have been insufficient to 
cope with the onslaught of the bacteria. The 
problem is not so much a question of bac- 
terial destruction through germicides as it 
is a question of increasing the body vitality 
and energy and thus winning the battle 
against the invading germs. 

The power of right thinking has been 
demonstrated so repeatedly in our eternal 
struggle against disease that it needs no 
further proof. Under conditions of nervous 
depression we fail to send coursing through 
the body the streams of vital energy 80 
necessary toward the successful combating 
of this disease. Worry and fear are vastly 
greater destroyers than all the germs that 
have ever lived. Faith, confidence, hope, 
a bright and sunny disposition-——these are 
remedies infinitely superior to any yet de- 
vised by mechanical or chemical science. 


To accomplish this, the tubercular suf- 
ferer must know not only how to create 
new sources of vital life-giving energy, but 
also how to hoard his vital resources so that 
he is guilty of no emotional dissipation. 
Excesses of any kind must be avoided; he 


must not waste his sexual strength; he must 


not undergo sprees of temperament or 
spasms of emotional complexes. In short, 
his mental life must be calm, quiet, devoid 
of climaxes and severities. 

There are many other aspects in the dis- 
cussion of this ailment. One could write 
volumes and yet not adequately cover the 
subject. However, I have presented to you 
in these talks the salient features in the 
treatment of this very prevalent disease. 

Those who are suffering from this ailment

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Evils of Condiments 


Last week Herbert M. Shelton, D. P., N. D.,

His argu- 
ments are so logical that they should go a 
long way toward reducing this prevalent 
dietetic evil. 


“Most condiments do not taste good to the 
undepraved taste. They spoil the taste of 
food for such a one. On the other hand, the 
longer one uses condiments the more he 
requires of them and the less able he is to 
enjoy the natural flavors of food. There are 
fine delicate flavors in food that the condl- 
ment user never dreams of—fiavors that 
are as much more pleasant and agreeable 
when contrasted with the taste of condl- 
ments as good foods are better than spoiled 
foods. 

“In the New York Evening Graphic for 
‘April 22, 1925, Mr. Milo Hastings discusses 
the question: ‘Why Do Men and Animals 
Crave So Much Salt?’ 

“Instead of explaining to his readers that 
no such craving exists, he says: It is usual- 
ly claimed and generally admitted that this 
craving is universal and instinctive.’ 

“Well, there are a lot of other fallacies 
that are ‘usually claimed and generally ad- 
mitted’ that are worth as much as this one. 
Animals have no such craving, unless, like 


men, they are ‘educated’ to it—that is, de- 


praved by its use. In the first place, ani- 
mals in a state of nature do not have access 
to salt. In the second place, domesticated 
animals have to be trained to eat it. Down 


“ in Texas I have seen salt fed to many cows, 


but I never saw one eat it that had not been 
educated to do so. Various means are re- 
sorted to to teach them the salt habit— 
not because they need the salt, but because 
their owners think they need it. 

“Years ago, before the railroads were built 
and salt had to be hauled hundreds of miles 
by wagon or ox-cart, the huge herds of cat- 
tle, mules and horses that ranged over the 
prairies of Texas were not given salt. The 
salt instinct is a salt superstition. It, was 
concocted in the over-heated imagination of 
some ‘scientist.’ 

“After e ing how his own baby de- 
veloped the salt-eating habit by watching 
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others eat it, and 2 ‘salt “eating became 
an obsession with fer, he says: 


“But why does the taste ot salt please 


the baby, and why does it please some ani- 
mals? That question is not so easy to 
answer, especially in view of the fact that 
this same taste for salt seems to exist when 
the natural food is known to already contain 
an ample quantity of salt for all, real nu- 
tritional needs. 


“Why not ask why the taste for booze 
pleases those men and animals that have ac- 
quired the habit? Why not ask why clay- 
eating pleases those who have acquired this 
pervegsion of the sense of taste? Or, why 
arsenic eating pleases those who have ac- 
quired the habit? Why does any habit 
please the habitue? 


“If the ‘taste for salt’ persists when the 
food is known to contain all the organic 
salt that the body requires, it does not per- 
sist because there exists any need for it, 
but simply because of the perversion of the 
sense of taste. People addicted to the use 
of salt cannot enjoy their food unless it is 
salted. Mr. Hastings admits that, ‘a few 
people dislike salted foods,’ and adds:

In my younger days as a regular journal- 
ist I had a lot of “hanging about.” It is 
the fate of all reporters. They have to wait 
in ante-rooms while great men confer in gov- 
ernment offices, in courts of law, in editors’ 
rooms, in railway stations at home and 
abroad. I suffered real agonies in those 
tedious hours. Far better be addressing 
envelopes or sticking on stamps than kick- 
ing one’s heels against closed doors wait- 
ing for history. 


The fact is that drudgery—and most 
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And all these girl clerks 
‘and typists and secretaries 
and show girls who trudged 
for miles slong London 
pavements, or had exciting 
adventures in getting “lifts,” 
were inspired by something 
else than loyalty and pluck, 
though those qualities were 
part of them. They hated 
the idea of staying at home 
without anything to do, 
~ though glad enough always 
to get home again after of- 
fice hours or closing time. 

The ordinary human 
mind, in whatever station of life it may 

be, has need of escape from itself, and 

that way of escape is best found in 
work—the daily drudgery of the com- 
mon round and trivial task. 

It is a fact—not necessarily bad, but 
beyond dispute—that ,outside the South 
Sea Islands and a few other chosen 
spots on the earth's surface, the En- 
glish people are the laziest (or shall I 
say the most leisured’) on earth. 

We have carried laziness to a point 
when it becomes not merely a habit but 
an art. Or perhaps it would be better 
to say that it is scientifically organized 
and efficiently arranged as part of our 
social system. 

There is, for instance, no 
other country in the world out- 
side the British Dominions 
whiéh has the week-end holl- 
day. Here, in most classes of 
society, from top to bottom, it 
is regarded almost as a re 
ligious law. It is partly the fault of those 
foolish foreigners. They will go on working 
in a most unreasonable way. The Germans 
are unhappy if they are not working. No 
week-ends for them, whether master or man. 
Long hours, on far less wages than our 
men. No limitation of output, but every 
man workgng to his full capacity, so that 
costs of production are lowered, and prices 
are cheap in the markets of the world 


The French are desperate workers. A 
peasant family in France never leaves off 
working except to sleep and eat. They are 
up at dawn in the flelds, women as well as 
men, children and old grannies, stooping 
over the earth, tending every inch of it, 
weeding, hoeing, watering, harvesting” 

In the little shops the French woman toils 
with her husband all day long. The daugh- 
ter does the bookkeeping. The small boy 
does the errards. 


There is little unemployment in France. 
It is a disgrace, even a crime, for a man to 
be out of work. They are prospervus, 
though they refuse to pay their taxes. They 
have little hoards of money in every home, 
however humble. 

They are working hard in the French 
mines, without taking days off for whippet- 
ing and football matches, and local races, 
They are becoming the greatest steel pro- 
ducers in Europe. 

In Italy they like their leisvre. The south- 
ern Italians are not naturally fond of hard 


work. But Mussolini has passed a law 


against laziness. He hae made it a crim- 
inal offence to be workless and idle. The 
whole spirit of his dictatorship, enforced 
by cudgels, is to establish efficiency, in- 
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Jack a dull boy. Man does not live by 
bread alone. But we shall have no bread, 
or at least no decent standard of life, no 
margin for the fun of things, unless we can 
maintain and even increase our export 
trade of raw material and manufactured 
goods by which we have to pay for those 
things. 

We can make up our mind to one thing 
or another. Poverty and leisure, poverty 
and short hours, or prosperity and harder 
work. We cannot have it both ways. Life 
is not made that way in the world today. 

All this talk about the blessing of leisure, 
brain-fag, overwork, slavery of toil, is most- 
ly insincere and untrue to actual facts of 
psychology. Men who retire from their 
business at sixty generally wither away and 
die of sheer boredom. Their little hobbies 
are not enough; or, worse still, they have 
never cultivated a hobby. The secret of golf 
is not sport, but something to occupy men's 
minds as well as their muscles. Our states- 
men and politicians complain of the burden 
of office, but they are very disgruntled when 
they have to hand over their portfolios. 

I remember Roosevelt telling a story 


about that. One day, when he was Pres- 


dent of the United States, he sat among 
his colleagues at a round table and listened 
to them grousing about this “burden” of of- 
fice, until at last he became impatient, and 
banged his big fist on the table, and said: 
Gentlemen, I like my job. We all like our 
jobs, though sometimes we pretend to our- 
selves and others that we are tired to death 
of its ‘lll-paid toil.” 

“Man needs no other blessing than honest 
work,” said old Carlyle, and there was no 
hypocrisy in his words, because he worked 
from morning till night with lion-hearted 
courage and infinite honesty. 

During these years since the war there 
have been many tragedies in our social life, 
but none worse than the tragedy of men un- 


out, no man there was on the dole, though 
some of them had fought for their country 
and helped to save it. 


But dole or no dole, the tragedy is heart- 
breaking to any decent fellow who, day after 
day, and sometimes year after year, finds 
his muscles growing slacker, his moral fibre 
weakening, his hopelessness deepening and 
darkening within his soul because he has no 
job in life. I know that if I were on the 
dole a year or more I should be utterly un- 
done, demoralized beyond repair. 1 must 
work or die! 


Blessed the drudgery! Happy are the 

un and women who have some kind of job 
to do, with regular hours and regular pay, 
keeping their minds from introspection, giv- 
ing them a little purpose in the activity of 
life, keeping their noses to the desk or the 
grindstone. 

To them a brief escape in summer is 
joyous and heartening. In the lazy vacation 
days the office seems a place of servitude. 

But they are the lucky ones of life, and 
should know their own luck and be grateful.

But we have with the division into coastal 
region, mountain region, and desert, and 
with the pneven topography of each of these 
divisions, a multiplicity of conditions not 
to be found in many parts of the world, Bach 
area has not only a different climate by 
virtue of its altitude and its rain relations, 
but each of the three areas opens into adja- 
cent areas of different sort. 


The coastal area has affinity with the 
north and the south; the mountain area with 
the Sierras and to a more limited extent, 
with the Rockies; and the desert area with 
adjacent desert regions, the Mohave Desert 
with the Great Basin, the Colorado Desert 
with Arizona and Sonora. The islands have 
been cut away from the mainiand long 
enough to have many distinctive things. 
And on the mainiand, each of the three 
najor divisions has so many minor ones that 
local species have been produced that are 
often quite limited in distribution. 

There are, then, a wealth of conditions in 
which many different types of plants and 
animals could be produced. Think of the 
altitedinal range alone; from the summit of 
Grayback at over eleven thousand feet altt- 
tude, one can without much difficulty see the 
Salton Sea on the one hand far below sea- 
level, and in the other direction Catalina 
Island. At the summit of Grayback there 
is in many years perpetual snow, yet only a 
few miles away is the sweltering desert. 
Not only is there a tremendous range in tem- 
perature, but in precipitation. In the Colo 
rado Desert an annual rainfall of one or 
two inches can be matched by some fifty 
inches of precipitation on the highest moun- 
tains. 

Here are remarkably diverse conditions; 
the result is a remarkably large number of 
species. With a fairly conservative idea of 
what is meant by a species, one may say 
that there are between twenty-five hundred 
and three thousand in the area from Sante 
Barbara county and Tehachapi east and 
@buth to the State border. Many of these, 
to be sure, are known from only one or two 
collections; they are great rarities. 

For example, in about 1881, . B. Parish, 
long-time resident of San Bernardino and 
veteran authority on Southern California 
botany, discovered in Holcomb Valley in the 
San Bernardino Mountains the male fern 
(Thelpteris filix-mas) a plant common in the 
Kast and in Burope. This is the only collec- 
tion ever found in California. There is a 
long record of rare plants to be found with. 
in these borders. 

There are others of which the number of 
individuals is not so small, but the range 
quite limited. Nevin's barberry (Berberis 
Nevinli,) known from the San Fernando Val- 
ley and the Arroyo Seco, has never been 
collected except within a comparatively few 
miles. 

Then there are others, like the little chia, 
the common annual blue sage (Salvia colum- 
bariae), which are found in great numbers

It is easy to see that the present connec- 
tions through the mountains of Ventura 
county and the Tehachapi range can be used 
to explain the presence of many Sierran 
plants in the San Bernardino and San Ja- 
cinto ranges.

An English woman visiting at Claremont 
was very much taken by the wildflowers and 
spent many hours riding and walking 
through the region.

Here are a few of the 
things she recognized: white fir, sand ver- 
benas, California buckeye, manzanita, prick- 
ly poppy, Bloomeria, mariposa lily, Ceano- 
thus or California IMlac, Clarkia, scarlet lark- 
spur, tree poppy, California poppy, shooting 
star, gilia, California slippery elm, matilija 
poppy, and godetia.

Potentilla multijuga, described many years 
ago by an English botanist, was not found 
again for so long a time that it became one 
of those “lost species” of which there are 
several known to science. In the nineties 
it was collected in marshes near Ballona 
Harbor by Hasse, then physician at the Sol- 
diers’ Home at Sawtelle. Since then the 
marshes have had to be drained. Such 
things are Inevitable. 


But there is a loss, there is a destruction 
that can be avoided.

Yet 
who knows in the years to come, how valu- 
able to scientific experiment it may be to 
have a few small tracts set aside and main- 
tained in the origina) condition? 


The establishment of a great Botanical 
Garden with much acreage devoted to native 
plants as well as to the introduced ones 
would be a fine thing. A botanical garden 
can be one of the most educational inflw- 
ences in a community. Such an establish- 
ment can bring together whole groups of re- 
lated plants and be a tremendous teaching 
force. It can diffuse a spirit of appreciation 
of plants as well as be a thing of value in 
study of economic plants. 


Legislation should forbid destruction of 
many of the rafer and more cone 
things. There is no denying the fact that 
local yucca is suffering less now than for- 
merly.: A year or so ago, every other car 
bore a whole flowering stem of this beauti- 
ful species. But did the occupants of that 
car realize that commonly the plant that 
bears the stalk of flowers dies and leaves 
mo other progeny than its seed? What can 


happen to a species of this sort, when seed 
formation is prevented?

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Cauliflower Not a Mere in! 


OR some time truck crop growers have 

been busy planting lettuce, spinach, 

cauliflower and other vegetables for 
the holiday trade. Careful planting is nec- 
essary to get the seed started at a time for 
maturing for advantageous shipping. Few 
people not engaged in the business realize 
how financially hazardous is the produc 
tion of winter vegetables. 


Cauli flower, like many other specialty 


‘crops, fits in well with various agricultural 


enterprises, As a general rule, its produc- 
tion suits a permanent cropping plan much 
better than a “fill-in” scheme for the in- 
and-out” vegetable grower. Uninterrupted 
possession of the ground for a term of years 
is regarded as necessary. A lease of one 
year with an option for renewal is held to 
be satisfactory, for under such conditions 
the needed attention to fertility and im 
provement of the soil may be given. The 
other factors which the cauliflower grower 
must consider are: Sufficient acreage (one 
grower says twenty acres is the smallest 
economical unit.) a location where soil and 
climatic conditions are favorable, and close 
personal attention. Transportation and 
land prices are also factors which demand 
consideration. 


The cauliflower industry has grown very 
rapidly in California. In 1916, there was a 
movement of 1050 cars of caulifiower from 
Southern California. During the season of 
1921-22 it amounted to 2494 cars. Since then 
there has been a slight decrease. From 
North Central California, 604 cars of cauli- 
flower moved in 1916. Im the season of 
1924-25 it had increased to 1395 cars. Cauli- 
flower from Southern California comes into 
market earlier than that grown in the north- 
ern districts of the State. Local shipments 
start in November and continue through 
February, in which latter month Northern 
California shipments become heavy. For 
northern districts the peak of the late ship- 
ments comes in March, after which they 
drop abruptly. 

Weather has a very important bearing on 
caulifiower culture. The crop is susceptible 
to wind, and does not to well where en 
tremes of temperature are experienced. Hot 


‘weather, particularly at heading time, is 


likely to discolor the heads and make for 
poor quality. An even climate and adequate 
moisture are vital. Therefore it is natural 
that commercial caulifiower growing has 


- been developed chiefly along the coast. 


PLANTING THE CROP 


Seed beds are planted from about the mid 
die of May up to August 20. J. N. Teague. 
identified with the industry at Arcadia for 
many years, has found it good practice to 
plant in the seed bed, beginning May 15 and 
every ten to fifteen days succeeding up to 
a last planting on August 1. Two varieties 
are planted sometimes at the same time. 
Mr. Teague planting schedule is given as 
follows: May 15, Early Pearl; May 23, Ear- 
ly Pearl; May 31 Early Pearl; June 17, 
Half Early Pearl; June 19; Half Early Peari 
and Broccoli, with this latter combination 
on June 30. July 14 and July 29. A mild 
winter and a cool spring are essential for 
the very late varieties. 

Caulifiower seed beds are given very care- 
ful attention, They should be fertile, in 
good tilth and free from weeds. Two types 
are used. 
considered best for heavier soils. 0. 
Frampton, a successful Artesia grower, * 
lows this method and reports it as satte 
factory. The sunken panel type is more 
popular, however, probably because it is 
more easily prepared and more plants can 
be grown on a limited area. Sunken panels 
are regarded as well adapted to light, por- 
ous soils which do not make“ easily. Their 
width varies from six to sixteen feet, with 
rows usually a foot apart. 

Many growers state that an acre of seed 
bed is sufficient for the planting of twenty 
acres. Mr. Teague's experience is that five 
acres of seed bed provided enough plants for 
250 acres. He reports that he has found it 
good practice to use plenty of seed and to 
— only .the best and strongest 

nts, 

A planter similar to those used for let- 
tuce and spinach seeding is well adapted to 
caulifower. Some growers adjust for depth 
before the planter is actually put to field 
use. This is done by placing the front and 
rear wheels on a straight edge and raising 
or lowering the drill to the proper place. 

Experienced growers emphasize the need 
of soaking the seed bed thoroughly immedtl- 
ately before planting the seed. Many grow- 
ers do not favor irrigation just prior to the 
Grst pulling of plants, as watering at this 
time stimulates the growth of many succwu- 
lent white roots and these are apt to be lost 
on pulling. Practice is dictated largely by 
the condition of the soll at transplanting

time. Sometimes it is necessary to 2 
on the day before the plants are pulled. The 
plants are ready for pulling usually in from 
fifty to sixty days after the seed is sown. 
One of the popular methods of transplant- 
ing is to pull plants from 1 to 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. As they are pulled, the 
plants are placed in boxes and kept cov- 
ered with moist gunnysacks, At 3 o'clock 
the pulling crew starts to transplant in the 
field. Furrows have marked the rows and

the plants are placed either in the bottom 
or sides of the furrows (the latter plan be- 
ing followed where the soil is heavy) with- 
out previous irrigation. But irrigation fol- 
lows the transplanting at once. Water is 
turned into the furrows as soon as from 
twenty-five to fifty plants have been set, so 
that the soll around them thoroug 
moistened. 

Replanting where plants have died, tor 
a perfect stand, is frequently neglected.

to Be Best of Long Series 


RIVERSIDE.—The fourteenth annual 
Southern California Fair, termed this year 
a “Prosperity Festival,” and dedicated to 
the advancement of agricultural interests 
of the Southland, opens, on Tuesday, the 
Zist inst. It will run six days, closing Sun- 
day night, the 26th inst. The increase in 
the lee of exhibitors for 1926 exceeds 
by fur that recorded for any previous year, 
according to ie management, and addi- 
tional space ~ hich has been provided is all 
being used. 

The motto of the fair this year might 
well be “Make Farming Easier and More 
Attractive to the Farmer and His Boy.” 
The department which includes farm ma- 
chinery on exhibit so that the new labor- 
saving devices may be seen is one of the 
most comprehensive of the fair. The cot- 
ton show and the date show this year prom- 
ise to be of especial interest. 


The fair, famous for its poultry and cat- 
tle, will include the greatest number of 
entries in these two divisions that it has 
ever had, exceeding those of former years 
by about 25 per cent. 

Never before has such interest been man- 
ifested in the junior fair. This department, 
run entirely by boy and girl agricultural 
students and members of agricultural clubs, on 
has received a record number of entries. 
Here the fair directors of the future are 
given an opportunity to gain, through ac 
tual experience, firsthand knowledge of how 
fairs are run. Camp Richard, J. Werner, 
for 100 boys and their instructors, is an 
adjunct of the junior fatr. 

The evening attraction this year will be 
Lonefellow'’s epic poem, “Hiawatha,” pre 


sented in pageant form by 150 Indian stu- 
dents from the Sherman Institute, through 
the co-operation of F. M. Conser, superin- 
tendent. For this production seven large 
stages have been built in the center of the 
fair grounds, with a setting provided by 
300 trees transplanted from the mountains. 
One stage is erected on the top of telephone 
poles forty feet above the ground: The 
Sherman Institute orchestra, augmented 
for the occasion, will provide the music. 
Dances in full tribal costume of the en- 
eral nations represented at the school will 
be given by sixteen of the students, with 
a bevy of the fairest Indian maids appear- 
ing in special chorus numbers. 


“The fair has a definite mission,” said 
President J. K. Wherrell of the fair board. 
“The great problem of the future, not only 
for the United States, but for the entire 
world, is to provide food for the growing 
population. The principal way to increase 
the food supply is by educating the people 
to the adoption of better methods. This 
means proper cultural practices, certified 
seed and pure-bred live stock and poultry. 
The colleges of agriculture and their ex- 
periment stations are working continually 

this problem and through the extension 
— and other channels are disseminat- 
ing this information. The fair has a most 
important place in this program. It is our 
duty to provide a clearing-house for the 
exchange of ideas, where the manufacturer, 
the producer and the consumer may meet 
on common ground and get frst-hand 
knowledge of their individual problems. 
and of the steps taken to solve them.”

Both Mr. Frampton and Mr. Teague rega 
it as very desirable, however. “It costs 4 
as much to take care of a 75 per cent stand 
as it does a 100 per cent stand,” Mr. Teague 
says, “and it may be the last 26 per cent 
which will yield the profit.” 
CULTIVATION—IRRIGATION 
About five cultivations are required ordl- 
narily. If these are given at the right time 
hoeing may be unnecessary, especially if the 
land is free from weeds. As the soil is 
turned into the furrows the weeds are bur- 
ied and killed. The usual practice is to 
cultivate after each irrigation, with all late 


bly cultivations shallow, to avoid root injury. 


The number of irrigations varies with the 
weather, soil conditions and the amount of 
leaf surface. One grower finds that from 
three to eight irrigations are needed, bat 
the crop, he insists, must have just the right 
amount of water at just the right time. Wa- 
ter may be run in the furrows every day 
without harm, provided none is left stand- 
ing. For soils of good wmoisture-holding 
capacity, irrigation once every seven to ten 
days is regarded as sufficient. Experience 
indicates that a maximum yield cannot be 
secured without enough water to keep the 
ground moist, but there must not be so much 
«8 to exclude air. 

Considerable interest is being taken in 
overhead sprinkling for cauliflower produc- 
tion. Sprinkling moistens the soil uniform- 
ly, reduces aphis damage and stimulates a 
steady and rapid growth of the flower. An 
experithental sprinkling system was in- 
stalled on the McSweeny ranch near 
Monte early in 1925 and was used on both 
seed bed and field rows of cauliflower dur- 
ing the summer and fall. Each check of 
60 x 400 feet was equipped with a spray 
pipe turned back and forth by an oscillator. 
The system required pipes, stands, oscillator 
and a pressure pump. A comparison of 
plots irrigated by sprinkling with those fur- 
rew-irrigated showed the ‘plants under 
sprinkling to be more vigorous and thrifty. 
Whether the yields will justify the installa- 
tion has not been fully proven. Overhead 
sprinkling is expensive to install. 

Efficient farm management may be re 
garded as essential in handling caulifiower 
acreage. A force sufficient to perform ¢he 
various operations at the right times is nec- 
essary. Help for rush periods must be 
planned for in advance. Close supervision 
of field operations is regarded by growers 
as essential to success. In speaking of the 
success of Mr. Teague in his cant flower 
production, R. G. Risser, superintend nt 0. 
tield operations for the California Ve egetu- 
ble Union, says: 

“Mr. Teague was fortunate in being able 
to keep his men in good humor. and u. 
watching all operations very closely. he «e- 
cured a maximum efficiency with a low coat 
of production.” 


Schools for Growers 


According to an 2 from Dean 
Merrill of the college of agriculture, four 
extension schools for citrus growers will 
be conducted in Central and Southern Cal. 
fornia this fall. There will be three one- 
week schools, to be held at Porterville, 
October 18 to 23; at Riverside, November 
1 to 6, and aj a point to be selected later 
in Orange county, November 16 to 20. The 
plans call for a three-day school to be hald 
at Chaffey Junior College, Ontario, October 
27 to 29. The one-week schools will offer 
a complete course of twenty lectures, sev- 
eral field demonstrations and an all-day 
Saturday excursion designed to acquaint 
growers with the latest recommendations 
of the college ag they relate to the essen 
tials successful citrus fruit culture. The 
schools will be conducted by the division 
of subtropical horticulture, represented by 
Prof. Robert W. Hodgson, in co-operation 
with the agricultural extension service a* 
represented by the citrus extension special 
ist. W. R. Schoonover, and the variout 
farm advisers. Several members of the 
Citrus Experiment Station at Riverside wil) 
assist in the program.

PEST WORRIES GROWERS

combat the nematode, it has been found, Is 
through crop rotation. Chemicals in the 
soil and soil fumigation also have been 
used, but in many cases this has proven too 
costly, and soil is often injured by such ap 
plications.

Weeds One Crop That 
Never Yet Paid 


ROSCOE.—It is, of course, out of the 
question for all land to be cultivated, but it 
is equally plain that if only an infinnesimal 
part of the vacant lots and acres were 
planted to something useful or ornamental, 
it would make a difference not only in the 
appearance of the country, but in the price 
of foodstuff. 

Five years ago Frank Ravera bought ten 
acres of land on Vine avenue, Roscoe, land 
that another owner had been merely hold. 
ing for subdivision. After his house and 
barn were bullt, nine acres of level land re- 
mained. This land was cultivated and put 
in alfalfa. This hay fed his team, and 
the surplus was sold, the nine acres 
making money while it was growing in val- 
ue, Three years of dri aught and the wa 
ter shortage of 1925 caused much of the al- 
falfa to die, and last year Mr. Ravera’s 
sons and his son-in-law, Frank Gerbade, 
plowed it under and prepared the ground 
for Irish potatoes. 

Owing to late rains, these potatoes had 
to be irrigated only three times. Un ac 
count of the late rains, too, almost every- 
one planted potatoes, and there was no mar- 
ket. Even at that, however, Mr. Gerbade 
made enough on his crop to pay for all the 
water used, to pay his help in harvesting 
and to buy seed for another crop planted 
right after the first one. The growers say 
that while they did not realwe a great deal 
from potatoes, they certainly profited by 
their venture, since the cultivation of the 
land helped its appearance and condition, 
thereby enhancing the value of all land in 
the district in the eyes of people looking 
over the area for property to live on or to 
subdivide and sell. Had potatoes been sell- 
ing at a good price there would have deen 
a direct profit ides. It was much better 
as it was to have the land in crops than 
in weeds. 

Z. W. Gorden, who also lives in Roscoe, 
purchased an acre of land early this year. 
It is near a home which he has leased. Al- 
most by the time the papers were out of es- 
crow Mr. Gorden and his three boys were 
clearing their land preparing it for alfalfa. 
All the fertilizer from their rabbit hutches 
and chicken pens had been piled up on the 
rented property, and several truck loads 
were hauled to the acre. While the ground 
was still wet from winter rains, a family or- 
chard was set out, the site for the house, 
chicken houses and garage having been 
first laid off. The only labor hired was for 
the plowing. Before the alfalfa needed the 
first irrigation, Mr. Gorden had dug his 
trenches and put in his water pipe. This 
was all planned to make the sprinkling of 
the entire acre as easy as possible, and 
with a view to the convenience of the house 
which is to be built at some future date. 
The alfalfa has been cut three times, and 
each cutting has been better than the one 
before. The water for the acre costa about 
eight dollars each month during the sum-

county. A movement to be conducted by 
the forestry department, the Supervisors 

San Diego county and private citizens 
is expected to accomplish much in this 
line. Mr. Elliot states that the forestry de- 
partment will be glad to provide men to 
do the marking of the trees for sacrifice, 
which work, he says, should be done by 
men experienced In the business.

Additional lunch counter 
space has been allotted and more comfort 
stations “have been established. Fully 
equipped police and fire departments wil 
insure safety, and there will be ample park- 
ing space at convenient points for the ac- 
commodation of autos.

Attendance records were broken at the 
recent California State Fair at Sacramento, 
and visitors found exhibits representative of 
every part of the State. Ever Southland 
county with the exception of Imperial had a 
county display of merit. In the livestock 
department Southern California breeders 
and exhibitors succeeded in capturing many 
of the major awards. Particularly was this 
true In the dairy cattle classes which were 
judged by F. W. Atkinson of thé Idaho Agri- 
cultural College of Moscow, Idaho. In a 
strong Holstein-Friesian show the California 
Junior Republic of Chino annexed many 
honors including first prize on junior heifer 
calf, three-year-old-bull or over, senior bull 
calf, junior bull calf, and senior and grand 
champion bull, the last-named honors being 
on Republic Spofford Ida Lyons, a former 
State Fair grand champion. The Santa 
Monica Dairy Company of Venice also won 
heavily in the Holstein division by taking 
first prize on produce of dam, on senior 
yearling heifer and on Junior yearling 
heifer, taking junior champion heifer on its 
Edgemar Veeman.

The Los Angeles institution is also sup- 
plied with vegetables from the farm, as 
the forty-five acre garden is constantly ro- 
tating its beds. The entire supply of vege 
tables, with the exception of a few onions 
and white potatoes, is produced on the spot. 
The green vegetables sent to the General 
Hospital save the county at least $500 per 
month, it is estimated.

Busy With 
Northern Fruit 


ONTARIOThe Ontario plant of the 
California Co-operative Cannertes, which te 
one of a chain of eleven co-operative can- 
ning establishments in the State, has just 
completed ite 1926 pear pack, which lasted 
five weeks, and during which 14,000 tons 
of this delicious fruit were put up at the 
local house. 

The plant has recently been in the midst 
of the peach season and enjoying one of 
the heaviest runs in its history. Over 600 
persons have been employed. Officials of 
the concern estimated not long ago that 
the peach deal could not be completed un- 
til well after the middle of the month, and 
predicted that not less than 13,000 tons 
will be canned. Recently the plant was 
handling from eight to ten cars of Phillips 
yellow cling peaches a day. As was the 
case with the pears, most of the fruit is 
being shipped in from northern districts, 
where the crops were exceedingly heavy. 
The plant’s pay roll is averaging close to 
$10,000 per week. 


County to Make War on 
Roadside Weeds 


SANTA BARBARA.—County highways 
will be free of weeds during the coming 
year if plans formulated by County Fores- 
ter Frank E. Dunne and urged by the farm 
bureau centers of Santa Barbara county are 
a. out, and all indications show they 
will . 


The first step to campaign against the 


highway weeds is the voting*by the county 
supervisors of a tax to purchase ten burn- 
ing machines which will be used in clean- 
ing up the county roadsides to the fence 
lines of the various farm holdings. These 
machines are strapped to the backs of the 
men assigned to carry out the burning ac 
tivities, and spurt a blue flame of 220 de- 
grees heat from a twenty-inch burner. For 
ester Dunne states that one man can cover 
about four miles of roadside a day. 

The burning will start in the spring, and 
as the worker travels his route the diue 


flame will burn down the green weeds and 
general growth even below the surface of 
the ground, the belief being that one burn- 
ing after the fall-sown weed seed has made 
a good start will keep the roadsides clear 
of weeds for the remainder of the year.

Jujube Trees Do Well on 
Kern Ranch 


SHAFTER.—J. H. Arnold of Shafter has 
proved that the Chinese jujube tree will not 
only grow here, but that it will thrive and 
produce an abundance of fruit. Mr. Arnold 
procured three of these trees through the 
University of California three years ago.

Today they are about sixteen feet high, and 
are bearing much fine fruit. 

Each of the trees is a different variety 
of the jujube.. One bears a small round 
berry, the next a long fruit and the third 
a fruit that might be termed “double deck- 
er.” It looks like one berry with another 
one growing on it. The fruit on all three 
trees is golden brown in color, with a shiny 
skin. When one looks at the tree which 
bears the long fruit, one is immediately re- 
minded of Chinese New Year, and the de- 
licious dates one always finds among the 
Chinese candies. This fruit is in fact, called 
the “Chinese date.” The trees themselves 
are artistic, and ornamental and produce 
considerable shade. When hanging full of 
berries they are a credit to anyone's front 
yard. 


“Split” Fruit Reduces 
Exchange Returns 


POMONA.—At the annual meeting of the 
Pomona Fruit Growers’ Exciange held in 
its packing house here Sept. 2, the report of 
Manager H. E. Walcott showed that a total 
net return of about $606,000 was received 
this season by the growers for the 213,205 
packed boxes of oranges shipped by the ex- 
change, or an average return of $1.72 per 
box. The crop was largely reduced this 
season Over last by the large number of 
“split” oranges on the trees that had to be 
consigned to culls. Thus it was estimated 
that the yield was only about 55 per cent 
of normal, the output of the exchange being 
533 carloads. The highest returns were 
from the 45.240 boxes of Valencias, which 
averaged $3.55 per packed box to the grow- 
er. The 158°319 packed boxes of Washing- 
ton navels brought $432,000. or an average 
per box to the grower of $2.73. 


The meeting was attended by about 300 
members and the following directors. were 
elected: F. J. Smith, R. K. Pitzer, J. T. 
Milliken, A. P. Nichols, A. E. Tate, J. N. 
Adamson and H. P. Reynolds. A luncheon 
was served at noon while talks were giv- 
en by Paul S. Armstrong, assistant manager 
of the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
and H. 8. Bailey of the Exchange Orange 
Products Company, which is just erecting 
a new and enlarged plant at Ontario, hav- 
ing removed from San Dimas. 


VISALIA.—Diversified farming pays, in 
the opinion of Jacob M. Frazier and his two 
sons, Edwin and Vernon, Visalia farmers.

Two of the most common losses expert 
enced by Te are those resulting from 
improper field layoute where basins or 
checks are too large and the use of open 
ditches. 


At a recent tour of alfalfa growers, re 
sults of an improved layout were ‘demon- 
strated on the T. B. Carter ranch at Lan- 
caster. In 1925, alfalfa here was irrigated 
in checks 30x660 feet in size. Sixty acre 
inches of water were applied. By cutting 
— 1 — of checks in half, the ground is 
now covered in nearly half the time and 
sufficient water supplied more economically. 
Due to porosity of soll and rapid penetra- 
tion, practically 50 per cent of last year’s 
water was lost through deep percolation. 

As an example of loss through open 
ditches, an actual measurement was made 
at another demonstration ranch which 
showed a loss of approximately one-third of 
the water during a run of 1300 feet. Of the 
21.4 miner's inches measured at the pump, 
14.5 inches remained above ground at the 
other end of the run. Where water is worth 
money, as is the case throughout Southern 
California, Mr. Earnst strongly urges the 
use of a more efficient system of distribu-

On 
New Year's the Kyle family had new pota 
toes, green peas, lettuce and onions from 
their own garden, and fifty White Leghorn 
hens have paid not only for their own feed 
but much toward the groceries of the 
household as well. 

Mrs. Kyle has done so well with her pop- 
corn that she plans to make Kt a specialty 
hereafter. 


Novel Pump Plant Put. 
in Operation 


RIVERSIDE.—The Gage Canal Com- 
pany bas added over 400 inches of water 
to its supply by putting into operation a 
new well in Tequesquite arroyo, which is 
pumped in a novel fashion. The plant 
consists of a deep well turbine over the 
20-inch well, capable of lifting 400 inches 
of water. This is discharged into two 
booster pumps, each of sufficient power to 
pump 200 inches of water a distance of two 
miles, through the 24inch steel pipe to 
the company canal. The pump has a two- 
speed motor, so that either one or both the 
booster pumps may be used, according to 
the amount of water being pumped. Three 
automatic compensators transmit the elec 
tric power from a substation, with time 
relays so that the pumps start in sequence, 

No attendant is required, as the pumps 
start or stop automatically. 

The cost of the improvement, begun last 
year with the drilling and testing of the 
well, and completed this season with the 
construction of a brick and concrete pump- 
house, and plant, is given at $75,000 by 
Frank F. Chase, president of the Gage 


Canal Company, a pioneer irrigation water 
company of Riverside.
